B rain erd ^ share of the burden th a t would be 
saddled on the Am erican taxpayer should the proph­ 
ecy of E uropean leaders for cancellation of w ar debts 
be fulfilled would am o u n t to the alm ost inconceivable 
an d appalling sum of .$1,880,664. 
It sounds fan tastic but no less authorities th an 
governm ent statisticians have figured out the basis 
upon which Brainejrd’s quota is figured.

This morning, in com pany with 
two other business men, I drove to th'' 
site th a t the com mittee had in mind 
and in all due respect to th e promo 
ters of this proposition, we th in k tha 
it is by far, the most foolish thing that 
was ever started in Brainerd. 
W e have been 
experim enting 
for 
years w ith baseball parks, in the hole 
and over the sewer, bul this 
is 
th 
first tim e th a t we have been asked to 
build a baseball park in a swamp, with 
all the wonderful sites around Brain 
erd available. 
In the first place the land to be do­ 
nated by the park board is nothing 
m ore or less than a swam p, covered 
w ith tree.;, and in talking to one of 
the residents in th a t neighborhood, h< 
inform ed us th a t it is impossible fo’ 
a boree to 
alk at any season of the 
year on this properly w ithout sinking 
to his knees. 
It has been stated th a t th e money 
could be derived from the com m unity 
fund, and worked out, b u t we would 
be m uch fu rth e r ahead to donate the 
m oney directly, and let the men sic 
in the house. 
In these days of automobiles, we 
need at least three tim es as m uch land 
as this site contains, for the purpose 
of parking. 
At L ittle Falls last season, I attend­ 
ed a few gam es and the 
cars

parked for three blocks outside the 
park, and there were hundreds of care 
inside the paik, which goes to show

III., Jan. 22.—HIRL—A five- 
day m oratorium on business and m a n ­ 
ufacturing was proclaimed by Mayor 
Conrad N. Bjoraeth today although

w ithout a bank failure or run. 
The city’s leaders agreed to the plan. I 
praising it as a m eans of stabilizing 
business conditions. In the vicinity of 
Aurora, two banks in Joliet, one in 
Elgin and several in other com m uni­ 
ties have closed recently. 
AM m anufacturing plants will shut 
down, the city's five banks will close 
their 
doors 
and 
am ong

houses, only newspapers, public utili­ 
ties and food stores will remain open. 
The suspension will be effective for 
five days, under Mayor Blorseth's plan. 
W hen a sim ilar innovation was or­ 
dered at Urbana, after bank failures, 
business was ordered resumed before 
the five-day period expired. 
Business leaders will take advan­ 
tage of the breathing spell to send
